Since the program has been ef- 
fective in the matter of wheat, there 
is every reason to believe that it will 
be successful in other phases, he in- 
dicated. 

In any event, it was pointed out. 
the agricultural situation in general 
has materially improved since in- 
stitution of the conservation 
gram and those who are close to 
the picture are disposed to credit the 


program with at least a share of 
the responsibility for this better- 
ment.
